NEW PERISCUPE 
ALLOWS MOVIE 
INSIDE HEART 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE 
AP Science Writer 


CHICAGO (AP) — A surgeon 
showed scenes from thrilling 
movies taken inside the living 
heart with a new internal peri­ 
scope today. 
The periscope is thrust down 
a blood vessel into dogs’ hearts. 
There, it lights up the interior 
of the heart, and walls, to take 
movies. A heart specialist then 
can look through the tube to see 
what is going on and decide 
whether surgery is needed to 
make heart repairs. 
An improved, flexible, instru­ 
ment now is being built, said 
Walter J. Gamble of Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. 
USED ON ANIMALS 
If it proves safe in animal 
tests, it will be used to inspect 
the interior of human hearts. 
Dr. Gamble and Robert E. In 
nis of the American Optical Co., 
Southbridge, Mass., described 
the new instrument to the Fed 
eration of American Societies 
for Experimental Biology. 
Just as a periscope allows the 
captain of a submarine to see 
the sky above him, the internal 
periscope can probe into a body 
organ without surgery. 
Dr. Gamble has taken slow- 
motion movies of the aortic 
valve, which opens and closes 
as the heart pumps blood out 
into the body. And he has mo­ 
vies of the inside of the right 
upper 
chamber of the dog 
heart, the right and left lower 
chambers, and the valve be­ 
tween the upper and low cham­ 
bers on the right side. 
COULD SAVE CHILDREN 
Thousands of children are 
born with heart defects. The 
heart periscope inspection could 
show surgeons what had to be 
done before they operate.

— A labor relations consultant 
has called for “a fresh look at 
the guidelines in all types of na­ 
tional emergency cases’’ so thai 
union-management disputes can 
be avoided. 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment lacked the bargaining ma­ 
chinery for crises such as the 
current railroad dispute and 
predicted crippling strikes in 
other industries. 
“Our present guideposts are

“We should know definitely, 
not later than next Monday, 
whether the parties to this dis­ 
pute will settle it by the proc­ 
ess of bargaining and by re­ 
sponsible reason,” Johnson said 
Wednesday. 
“The country expect! that an­ 
swer to be yes,” Johnson said 
after conferring privately with 
federal mediators and negotia­ 
tors for five union* and nearly 
200 railroads. 
Johnson did not say what he 
might do if the folks fail, but he 
would have no power to halt a 
scheduled strike April 25 unless 
he asked Congress for special 
legislation. 
The five-year dispute over 
wages, job classifications and 
working conditions had exhaust­ 
ed all provision* of federal law 
when Johnson won a 15-day 
strike postponement last Friday 
and aet up the emergency bar­ 
gaining folks. 
“There is no settlement yet,” 
Johnson said Wednesday on the 
sixth day of the talks, ‘ and 
there can be no settlement until 
all issues are disposed of.” 
His reference to a definite de­ 
cision by Monday was the first 
official indication that he will 
not let the entire 15-day post­ 
ponement elapse without con­ 
sidering other steps.

ADDRESS 
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Emergency Care Of III 
Persons In Belgium Is 
Reported To Befalling

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP)— 
The seriously ill have been get­ 
ting adequate treatment or bet­ 
ter since the 15-day-old doctors* 
strike began, but those with 
minor ailments have to shift for 
themselves. 
With most of Belgium's 10,000 
doctors on strike against a new 
medical insurance law, there 
was general apprehension that 
many patients would die unat­ 
tended. 
Urgent cases on the whole 
have been taken care of under 
an emergency setup organized 
by the physicians and taken 
over three days ago by the gov­ 
ernment. 
GETTING CRITICAL 
Premier Hwo Lefeore’s gov­ 
ernment issued a decree Sunday 
calling for mobilization of 3,000 
army reserve doctors, and req­ 
uisitioning civilian doctors at­ 
tached to hospitals. It says it 
has mobilized about 5,700 physi­ 
cians. 
The situation in many parts of 
Belgium, however, is reaching a 
critical point, with hospitals 
overcrowded and the danger of 
epidemics increasing. 
Strike leaders claim their 
emergency setup is collapsing 
since the government took it 
over. 
The 
Interior 
Ministry 
blames the strikers, accusing 
them of sabotage. 
MANY NOT TREATED 
During the 12 days the doctors 
ran the emergency service, with 
2,000 physicians on day and 
night duty, there were no re­ 
ports of danger to health. 
For the poorer Belgians who 
were emergency cases, medi­ 
cine and treatment were free. 
There have been cass of 
hardship, specially for patients 
who wanted to be treated at 
home. 
Hospital 
wards 
are 
over­ 
crowded and patients are sent 
home as quickly as possible. 
Personal nursing attention is 
becoming nonexistent. 
Although 3.600 military re­ 
serve doctors have been called 
to active duty this does not 
seem to help. Many come on 
foot, without their medical in­ 
struments. 
NURSES MAY STRIKE 
There was talk of nurses join­ 
ing the strike. But one head 
nurse laughed: "We have too 
much work to go on strike." 
Since the government ordered 
private clinics reopened Sunday, 
any patient can attend them 
free—for the time being. 
Some low-income patients find 
themselves in $24-a-day suites in 
fashionable clinics. 
Following strict military regu­ 
lations, some doctors are send­ 
ing patients to the hospital with 
the slightest fever. 
Military hospitals have been 
opened to civilians but they are 
reaching the saturation point. 
Emergency hospitals have been 
set up in schools and other pub­ 
lic buildings.

INJUNCTION STAYED 
The panel stayed that injunc 
tion last Tuesday pending an 
appeal by the Commonwealth 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The court held that the state 
constitution, the d o c u m e n t 
which mandated certain provi­ 
sions of the new reapportion 
ment law, was in violation of 
the equal representation provi 
sions of the federal constitution. 
Chalk 
in 
hand, 
Scranton 
turned to a blackboard and ex­ 
plained the reapportionment sit 
uation as he saw it. 
3 YEARS TO AMEND 
It is important to remember, 
he said, that the court did not 
rule that the reapportionment 
law violated the state constitu 
tion, but rather that the state 
consitution violated the federal 
constitution. 
In Pennsylvania, the legists 
ture and I as governor are 
sworn to uphold the state con 
stitution," he continued.

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New York World's Fair 
Will Open Next Wednesday 


By RICHARD P. NIW COMB 
NEW YORK (AP) - Like to 
ogle hula girls while sitting in 
a volcano, munch a bit of roast 
ox, rent a mattress for a rest 
or find your lost children on 
color television? 
How about a Judo match, a 
circus parade, a three • hour 
luau, a ride to the moon, or Just 
watching the “Dancing Waters” 
show? 
That’s the New York World’s 
Fair, opening next Wednesday 
for a two-year stand. 
Well, it’s a small part of the 
fair, anyway. 
You might even learn some­ 
thing at the Fair, at some of 
the 175 exhibit buildings. 
One thing you positively will 
not see is “objectionable” en­ 
tertainment. That’s on the word 
of Robert Moses, the Fair’s 
boss, who ruled out strippers, 
fan 
and 
belly 
dancers 
and 
“freaks, shills and dubious side 
shows.” 
For good, clean “nonobjec 
tionable” fun there’ll be plenty 
of bars, nightclubs, restaurants 
and shows. 
But wait a minute. What 
about a few hard facts? 
ALL EXHIBITS P R H 
Okay. First off. after you get 
here it’s going to cost $2 to get 
in, if you’re an adult (and un 
less you bought cut-price tick 
ets sold before last February 
29). Children under two con get 
in free, but between two and 12 
years of age it’s $1 a head. 
Once you’re in, practically all 
exhibits ane free. You'll pay for 
transportation (if you’re not up 
to walking) and food. The for­ 
mer includes anything from air 
conditioned buses around the 
grounds (fare 25 cents) up to 
helicopter 
rides 
over 
t h < 
grounds ($1 a minute for a SH 
minute ride). In the food deport 
ment, offerings run from foot 
long hot dogs up to those ox 
roasts and three-hour luaus. 
You can 
get to the fair 
■muds (a square mile of chit 
tared greensward out in the 
northeast quadrant of the city) 
by practically any method but 
foot It’s IS cents by sub­ 
way from the heart of the city, 
50 cents by train, 15 cents to $1 
by bus, and more by taxi, heli­ 
copter or ferry boat from New 
York and New Jersey. (Or tie 
up your own boat at the brand 
new marina.) 
SPACE POR S M N CARS 
If you drive, there are four 
bridges and a tunnel funneling 
into the fair, which is girdled 
by $125 million worth of super­ 
highways. Parking is $1.50 a 
day, with free bus service to 
the nearest entrance. There’s 
parking space for 29,000 cars 
at the fair, 9,000 more at Shea 
Stadium (on days when the 
Mete aren’t playing there) and 
more nearby. Figuring a half 
million people on a good Sun 
day (as the Fair does) that 
ought to make a classic traffic 
Jam. 
Hotelwise, as we say in the 
Big City, you can start at $3 a 
day, single, at the YMCA (men 
only) or run up to $35 a day for 
a double at the Carlyle, where 
President Johnson stays when 
he’s in town. An average double 
pad goes for about $12 to $19 a 
day (pius five per cent city 
tax). Other hotels and motels, 
for miles around in three states 
go for $10 to $30 a day for a 
double, with $19 about average. 
At these prices, who can af 
ford it? Well, the advance sale, 
which closed February 2$, was 
28 million tickets for a total of 
$35 million. That's more than 
the total attendance at the 1939- 
40 World's Fair. 
NINI TIMBS AS BIB 
Not bragging, but you remem­ 
ber the Seattle Fair of 1982? 
This is nine times as big. Some­ 
body figured out that, really 
working at it, five hours a day, 
you might get through all the 


exhibits in 30 days. 
It’s aU logically divided into 
five sections: Industrial, inter­ 
national, 
federal 
and 
state, 
transportation and lake amuse­ 
ment area. That last one is 
where they have most of the 
“nonobjectionable” 
entertain­ 
ment. 
Most exhibits will be open IO 
a.m. to IO p.m., Sundays and 
holidays included. Bars, night­ 
clubs and the like will be open 
until 2 a.m. 
This fair may be a little short 
on drill presses and machine 
exhibits, but its got most every­ 
thing else. Such as waffle res­ 
taurants, rotating theaters, con­ 
vertibles, Walt Disney and Abe 
Lincoln. He’s plastic, of course, 
like everything else today, but 
massive, and he stands, sits, 
moves 
his 
lips, 
clears 
his 
throat, frowns and does every­ 
thing but free the slaves. 
7,909 PUBLIC TELEPHONES 
And now then, for the serious- 
minded. You’ll be walking (or 
riding) on eight miles of road, 
over 50 miles of piping, 500 
miles of cables and heaven 
knows 
how 
many 
tin 
cans 
dumped in to fill up the Flush­ 
ing Meadows years ago. 
The Fair has 7,000 public tele­ 
phones, its own post office, 
commemorative 
five • cent 
stamp and the “most elegant 
rest rooms in the world.” 
It’ll run a total of 300 days — 
April 22-October 18 this year 
and April 21-October 17 next 
year. When it’s over, they’ll 
tear it all down and make it a 
city park, like it was, only bet 
ter. 
Y’all come on over, y’hear.

In it were a model kindergar­ 
ten. model hospital, retrospec­ 
tive exhibit of woman’s work 
from all lands, exhibits of the 
most brilliant achievements of 
women in all lines of work and 
parlors and reception rooms. 
SEPARATE WORK? 
Originally there was great de­ 
bate on whether women’s work 
should be separate from men’s. 
“The most advanced and rad­ 
ical thinkers,” wrote Mrs. Pal­ 
mer, 
“feel that the exhibit 
should not be one of sex, but of 
merit, and that women had 
reached the point where they 
could afford to compete side by 
side with men, with a fair 
chance of success, and that they 
would not value prizes given up­ 
on sentimental basis of sex. 


Cooler heads prevailed. 
Plans for the Woman’s Build­ 
ing and its exhibits of feminine 
achievement went ahead. And 
each manufacturer at the fair 
was expected to state whether 
his exhibit in whole or in part 
was the work of women. 
Mrs. Palmer set forth these 
objectives: 
“To give an adequate idea of 
extent and value of what is 
done by women in the 
arts, science and industries. 
“To show to the breadwin­ 
ners, who are fighting unaided 
the battle of life, the new ave­ 
nues of employment that are 
constantly being opened to worn- 
and in which of these their 
will be of the most distinct 
value by reason of their natural 
adaptability, sensitive and artis­ 
tic temperament, and individ­ 
ual tastes. . .

SAIGON, 
South Viet Nara 
(AP)—The mounting bloodshed 
(rf South Viet Nam’s guerrilla 
war has raised the American 
battle casualty rate. 
In the first 4Mi months of 
1964, 324 American servicemen 
have become battle casualties 
—32 killed, 292 wounded and 
two missing. The rate bas risen 
steadily, but if it remained 
what it is now, the total for 
1964 could be expected to reach 
nearly 900. 
Last year, total U.S. casual­ 
ties numbered 503. The total 
for 1962 was 101, and in 1961 
there were fewer than IO. 
Since 1961, 
131 Americans 
have been killed in action. 
The majority of the Ameri­ 
can casualties have been suf­ 
fered in helicopters or aircraft, 
which are especially vulnerable 
to the Communists’ growing 
arsenal of modern weapons. 
Most of the enemy’s antiair­ 
craft weapons are American 
made, and were captured in 
raids and ambushes on govern­ 
ment troops units.

Herbert A. Wilson, Project 
Fire manager for the space 
agency’s Langley Research Cen­ 
ter, told newsmen he was very 
pleased with initial data from 
the 32-minute flight. A tape re­ 
corder stored heat data during 
the peak period of re-entry when 
extreme temperatures cut off 
radio signals. 
The recorder made a full re­ 
port on stored data before the 
craft plunged into the ocean 
5,200 miles southeast of Cape 
Kennedy.

400 Are Killed In 
Recent Earthquake 


DACCA, Pakistan (AP) - A 
cyclone in the Jessore Dis­ 
trict of East Pakistan last week­ 
end hit with such savage force 
that in some villages rescuers 
found no signs of life, "no bod­ 
ies, no trees, no house," Gov.

“It will also be convincing 
proof that Communist expansion 
by such tactics will not be per­ 
mitted.” 
France, which has proposed 


neutralization of Viet Nam and 
recognized Communist China, 
said that “under the present 
serious circumstances it was 
wise to abstain from any 
declaration.” 
The ministers set forth their 
views in a communique anim 
ming up their three-day loft am 
niversary meeting. 
They agreed diet SEATO has 
had, and continues to have “a 
most important stabilizing in­ 
fluence in Southeast Asia." 
The communique said the 
SEATO countries — The United 
States, Britain, France, Austral­ 
ia, New Zealand, Pakistan, Thai­ 
land and the Philippines—have 
continued over the past year 
“to enjoy peaceful progress and 
national security." 
It added, however, that the 
Communist threat remains. 
“Despite the sharpening of 
the Sino-Soviet dispute,” the 
communique saki, “world dom­ 
ination remains the aim of com­ 
munism and (bus vigilance must 
not be relaxed.’’

WASHINGTON (AP)—In 1950 
Secretary of State Dean Ache­ 
son talked on the American de­ 
fense line in the Pacific and got 
denounced for years afterwards. 
Republicans made him a punch­ 
ing bag. 
It was one of the twists of his­ 
tory — or politics — that Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur IO months 
before drew exactly the same 
defense line but this went un­ 
mentioned by Acheson’s critics 
and defenders. 
Among the critics were Sens. 
Joseph McCarthy and Robert A. 
Taft and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. Even when MacArthur 
died April 5, what he said in 1949 
must have been long-forgotten. 


John C. Berbery and Ralph 
Staino Jr., all have appeals 
pending.

Vincent Blaney, one of those in­ 
dicted for the crime, was killed 
in 1960, his weighted and chain­ 
ed body thrown into the sea off 
the New Jersey coast.

LINE OF DEFENSE 
This was the background. In 
1949 the Chinese Communists 
were 
smashing 
Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalists on the China 
mainland. Formosa, an island 
IOO miles off the coast, belonged 
to China. 
On March I, 1949, MacArthur 
—in an interview with an Eng­ 
lish newspaperman, Ward Price 
—discussed the American de­ 
fense perimeter in the Pacific. 
The interview was published in 
the New York Times March 3. 
MacArthur said the Anglo-Sax­ 
on “line of defense runs through 
the chain of islands fringing the 
coast of Asia.” He listed them, 
from the Aleutians to the Phil­ 
ippines, through Japan. He left 
out Formosa. 
POLICY DECISION 
In December 1949, Chiang and 
what was left of his army fled 
to Formosa. But by then the 
United States had given up on 
him and on Jan. 5, 1950, Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman called in 
newsmen to make a statement. 
He said the United States 
would take no action to defend 
Chiang and his forces on For­ 
mosa, that it was a Chinese 
problem. This was an adminis­ 
tration policy decision. 
On Jan. 12,1950, Acheson sup­ 
ported Truman and explained 
the decision in a talk at the Na­ 
tional Press Club. 
NO GUARANTEE 
Repeating what MacArthur 
had said IO months before, 
Acheson put the American de­ 
fense line in the Pacific off the 
Asian coast and in the string of 
islands from the Aleutians to the 
Philippines. He, too, omitted 
Formosa. 
He then went further than 
MacArthur and sought to an­ 
swer the natural question raised 
by his statement: What about 
protecting other areas in the 
Pacific and Asia from attack. 
Acheson said: “It must be 
clear that no person can guar­ 
antee these areas against mil­ 
itary attack. But it must be 
clear that such a guarantee is 
hardly sensible or necessary 
within the realm of practical re­ 
lationships.” 
If such an attack did occur, 
he said, “the initial reliance
